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Wake  Forest  School  of  Medicine  was  inaugurated  in  the  fall  of  1902  as  a  two-year  medical 
:  school.  Dr.  Fred  Cooke  was  named  as  the  first  Dean  of  the  medical  school  and  was  given 
.a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars.  Tuition  per  term  was  thirty-seven  dollars  and 
•fifty  cents.  The  goal  of  the  two  year  medical  college  was  to  be  "second  to  none".  The 
1  [school  was  approved  and  accepted  by  the  American  Medical  Association  in  1904.  The 
I  two  year  curriculum  focused  on  basic  science.  After  completing  the  course,  students 

(went  to  other  institutions  to  finish  their  training.  On  August  4, 1939,  the  announcement 
was  made  of  the  Bowman  Gray  gift  and  the  plan  to  establish  Wake  Forest  as  a  four-year 
medical  school  in  association  with  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  In  1941,  Wake 
Forest  Medical  School  moved  from  Wake  County  to  Winston-Salem.  In  the  1940s,  the 
AAMC  urged  medical  schools  to  initiate  an  accelerated  program  to  ensure  an  adequate 
,  amount  of  doctors  during  the  war.  This  meant  that  a  new  class  was  graduated  every 
nine  months!  There  were  early  experiments  with  the  curriculum  including  Saturday 
'clinical  correlation  clinics  for  first  and  second  years  and  basic  science  courses  for  third 
i  and  fourth  years.  In  the  1950s,  tuition  was  nine  hundred  dollars  per  year.  By  1978, 
the  class  size  had  doubled  to  108  students.  Throughout  the  eighties  and  nineties,  the 
medical  school  and  hospital  have  continued  to  change  and  grow.  In  1991,  the  J.  Paul 
Sticht  Center  on  Aging  and  Rehabilitation  was  completed.  The  school  changed  its  name 
;from  Bowman  Gray  to  Wake  Forest  School  of  Medicine  in  1997.  Curriculum  changes 
I  have  also  occurred  with  a  change  to  parallel  and  traditional  paths  and  then  to  a  new 

I  project  for  excellence  curriculum  starting  with  the  2002  graduating  class.  Wake  Forest 
School  of  Medicine  will  continue  to  grow  and  evolve  over  the  next  hundred  years.
